MORE EARTHQUAKES IN HAWAII; 
RESIDENTS PREPARE TO LEAVE 


Fifty-eight Shocks in Three Hours 
Said to Indicate Hualalai 
Will Erupt. 
By the Associated Press. 
HILO, Island of Hawaii, Sept. 23. 
After 58 earthquake -shocks had 
been felt within three hours near 
the extinct volcano Hualalai yes- 
terday. residents of the North Kona 
district of this island today pre- 
pared to evacuate should an erup- 
tion occur. 
Since the disturbances were first 
felt Friday, the earthquakes have 
shown intensity at times, presag- 
ing. volcano observers say, a pos- 
sible eruption. They pointed out 
that before each of the eruptions of 
Kilauea this year and the explosive 
eruption in 1924 of the same cone, 
continued shocks were recorded. 
Dr. T. A. Jaggur, volcanologist. 
when the first disturbances. were 
felt. said they ‘would not mean an 
eruption unless they continue. He 
climbed the slope of Mount Huala- 
jai to make observations. 
Saturday night the quakes start- 
ed again after the island had been 
quiet since Friday, continued in 
growing intensity and reached their 
strongest about 2 a m.. Sunday. 
Between 9 a. m.and noon yesterday 
the 58 quakes were felt on Mount 
Hualalai. 
Mount Hualalai is a long extinct 
volcanic cone, 8269 feet high, in 
the North Kona. district on the 
western side of the island of Ha- 
wali. The district is sparsely 
settled.

Stanley J. Epstein, promoter of 
Stanley Epstein Projects and de- 
fendant in bankruptcy proceedings 
pending in Federal Court, was ar- 
rested today on a warrant charg- 
ing embezzlement by bailee. : 
The warrant was issued by Phe 
Circuit Attorney’s office on com- 
plaint of Police Sergeant Joseph 
Lesyna, one of the numerous clii- 
ents of Epstein who have related 
to the authorities alleged  irregu- 
larities in their realty transactions 
with the 33-year-old promoter. 
The warrant is a temporary one, 
intended to hold Epstein under 
bond until the grand jury can take 
up the various complaints. As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Lennon 
said the case was on the’ grand 
jury’s docket for Oct. 24. The 
offense charged\is a felony, pun- 
ishable by a penitentiary sentence 
of from two to five years. 
Taken to Police Headquarters 
from his office in the Arcade 
Building, Epstein declined to dis- 
cuss the charge and was removed 
to the holdover. He gave his pres- 
ent address as 740 Boland drive, 
Clayton. ' 
Circuit Attorney Miller was 
prompted to take action at this 
time on receipt of confidential re- 
ports that ipstein had been mak 
ing inquiries about prospects in 
South American countries, particu- 
larly Argentine, from foreign trade 
bureaus, and had also inquired 
about passports. 

Married Two Weeks Ago. 
At the time of his marriage, 
Sept. 6, to his secretary, Mrs. Ma- 
rie Edna Brown, Epstein termed a 
rumor that he planned a honey- 
moon trip to South America as 
“ridiculous,” and said he would 
take only a short automobile tour 
“somewhere to the Northwest.” He 
had been divorced three days be- 
fore by Mrs. Marjorie Epstein on 
grounds of general indignities. 
In the complaint. by Sergt. 
Lesyna, Epstein is accused of mis- 
representing a third deed of trust 
to be a second, and of hypothecat- 
ing a deed teft in his safekeeping. 
without the owner’s permission. 
Lesyna says that misrepresenta- 
tions by Epstein as to net income 
and other matters induced him last 
March to purchase what he was 
told was a second deed of trust for 
$22.000 on an 18-family apartment 
building at 6648 Washington ave- 
nue, trading in a $17,000 equity on 
some Ashland avenue property and 
giving. a note for the difference. 
with the deed teft with Epstein as 
security for the note. 

Got Third Deed. 
Lesyna subsequently discovered, 
he asserts, that he had actually 
obtained a third deed, not a sec- 
ond, as there were already out- 
standing against the Washington 
avenue apartments a first deed for 
$54,000 and a second for $15,000. 
By pledging the $22,000 deed, ne 
charges, Epstein obtained funds to 
pay off the $15.000 1oan, thus mak- 
ing the third deed a second deed. 
as originally represented. 
In straightening out this tangle, 
Epstein only got Lesyna deeper in 
the hole, Lesyna says, as a loan 
company which had acquired the 
$22.000 deed from Epstein at- 
tempted to foreclose on the prop- 
erty, which would have wiped out 
Lesyna’s interest. To prevent this. 
Lesyna filed suit to cancel the dea! 
and return his traded equity.

ity. Shearer, he said, was anxious 
to go to the Geneva Conference 
for compensation. 
At a previous conference, in De- 
cember, 1926, the three American 
shipbuilding concerns had em- 
ployed Shearer to come to Wash- 
ington and work for the merchant 
marine. He was paid $7500. 
Shearer, he said, was to write 
and make speeches in furtherance 
of the upbuilding of an American 
Merchant Marine. 
Senator Allen of the committee 
asked whether the Shipping Board 
had requested the aid of Shearer. 
and the witness replied that it had 
ot. 
. Oral Agreement With Shearer, 
At the March, 1927, fneeting, 
the three shipbullders—Palen, 
Bardo and Wakeman—entered in- 
to an agreement with Shearer—an 
oral agreement—that he should go 
to Geneva and report back his ob- 
servations. Wakeman got the 
money for the Bethiehem’s share 
of the expense at the New York 
office of the company. The money 
was pain in cash through Hunter, 
as agent for the three companies. 
He said’ in reply to Chairman 
Shortridge’s questions that there 
was no line in the company’s rec- 
ords to show payments to Shearer, 
for the reason that it was a per- 
sonal transaction between himself, 
on. behalf of the company, and 
Shearer. 
Like the other witnesses ‘who 
have testified about the employ- 
ment of Shearer. Wakeman said 
that he was paid $25,000—one- 
third by each of the three com- 
panies—to act merely as an “ob- 
server and reporter.” 
The money was to cover his 
compensation and expenses during 
the term of the conference. 
He did not see Shearer again 
till after the conference. 
He told of reports received from 
Shearer at Geneva, five of which 
came to him at Quincy, Mass. Re- 
cently he discovered that other re- 
ports had been received at the 
New York office of the company. 
He produced the reports for the 
committee but was not sure wheth- 
er all of them were duplicates of 
reports already filed by Bardo, 
Company Vitally Interested. 
Wakeman said he had hoped 
that the Powers at Geneva would 
make some agreement whereby the 
question of this country’s making 
war would be settled once for all. 
He wasn’t interested in the outcome 
except as it affected work which 
his company had or might obtain. 
He conceded that in this respect 
his company was vitally interested. 
He denied warmly that Shearer 
was to do anything toward break- 
ing up the conference. 
“What could he get other than 
the news of the day that could 
reach you through the press?’ 
asked Shortridge. 
“He had impressed me with his 
ability to see the conferénce from 
possibly a different point of view 
than the newspaper correspond- 
ents,” replied the witness. 
“How did he put it over 
you?” Shortridge asked. 
“I don’t know,” said Wakeman. 
“I don't like to make that ac- 
knowledgreent, but he certainly 
did ‘put it over.” 
Shortridge asked if he had ever 
been in the newspaper business, 
and Wakeman replied that he had 
been. 
"The first money I ever earned,” 
he said, “was by selling papers on 
the streets.” 
The committee got a laugh out 
of that. 
No Talk on Expenditures, 
It was his understanding that 
the $25,000 was to cover all ex- 
penses and compensation. There 
was no discussion, he said, as to 
how the money should be spent. 
The decision to employ Shearer 
was quickly taken. 
He though possibly that Shearer 
had represented that he had itm- 
portant connections, but of this the 
witness was not certain.

He said he did not take the trou- 
ble to make inquiries about Shear- 
er before employing him. 

“IT think I was just jazzed off 
my feet,” he added ruefully. 
Robinson read the files of Shear- 
er’s Geneva reports, some of which, 
Wakeman said, he did not know 
were in the company’s files till 
within the last two or three weeks. 
Robinson observed that the 
whole subject matter of the re- 
ports, including one entitled “The 
Dance of Death,” was a_ violent 
and aggressive argument against 
the limitation of armaments. 


Characterized “As “Bank.” 


Wakeman said they contained a 
lot of stuff that had already been 
characterized as “bunk.’’ He indi- 
cated that this term was, in- his 
view also, a correct description. 

“I was thoroughly disgusted with 
his reports,” he said, 

“Then why did none: of you lIect 
him know how you felt?” Robinson 
asked sharply.

Ferguson said he had been presi- 
dent of the company since May, 
1915. His company built the bat- 
tleship West Virginia and now had 
contracts for two cruisers, as well 
as work for the Shipping Board. 
the Army Engineers and the Coast 
Guard. 

He said he knew most of the 
American naval officers who at- 
tended the Geneva conference. 

At the time of the conference he 
had no incompleted contracts for 
naval vessels. He was interested 
in the conference, however, and 
discussed with the chairman of his 
board of directors the possibility of 
his (Ferguson's) going over to at- 
tend it. In the latter part of 1926, 
he met Shearer at the office of the 
vice president of the company, in 
New York. Palen previously had 
written him to the effect that 
Shearer was seeking financial 
backing for a speaking tour over 
the United States in the interest of 
‘national defense.’ 

Palen, in this letter, described 
Shearer as the “most forceful 
speaker and the greatest authority 
on this question.” and recommend4- 
ed that the Newport News Co. help 
to finance his work. 

Urged Advertising Campaign. 
Again Palen wrote that he 
thought. Shearer’s outspoken opin- 
ions “might do a great deal of 
good.” The letter also outlined an 
advertising campaign which Shear- 
er had planned, and which Shearer 
thought would result in much edi- 
torial comment. Palen asked Fer- 
guson to approve a subscription of 
$2600 to this advertising cam- 
paign. 

Ferguson wrote in reply that he 
did not care to take any advertising 
space. 

He said he was not present at 
the March, 1927, meeting of ship- 
builders at which Shearer was en- 
gaged to attend the Geneva confer- 
ence. He did not learn until the 
fall or winter of 1927 that Shearer 
had been so employed. That was 
after the close of the conference. 
After Shearer’s return from the 
conference, he met him in the Engi- 
neers’ Club of New York.

SHERIFF WOUNDED 
BY DEMENTED MAN 
WHO 1S SHOT DEAD 


Official of St. St. Francois 
County, Mo., Had Gone 
With Two Deputies to 
Arrest Farmer. 


Special to the Pust Dispatch, 

TARMINGTON, Mo., Sept. 23.— 
CHaries Kassgbaum, 25 years old, 
a farmer living eight miles south 
of here, was killed by deputy 
sheriffs of St. Francois County at 
6 o'clock last night after he had 
shot and critically wounded Sher- 
iff William London, 55. when the 
Sheriff and two deputies went to 
the Kassabaum farm to arrest 
Kassabaum on a charge of as- 
sauit. 


Sheriff London is in a hospital 
at Bonne Terre, where physicians 
said he had only slight chance 
for recovery. About 650 shots 
from a shotgun entered his face 
and chest, piercing his liungs. 

The charge against Kassabaum 
was made by his three brothers, | 
who swore to a warrant alleging 
that the slain man ‘had beaten 
his father, Henry Kassabaum, 80 
years old, in a fit of anger. Kussa- 
baum, according to the authori- 
ties here, was suffering from 4a 
mental disorder. and was released 
recently from an institution at 
Davenport, la., and placed in the 
care of his brothers. 

When the Sheriff and his depu- 
ties went to the Kassabaum farm 
with the warrants, . Kassabaum 
was in the house. The officers 
stood at the gate of the resi- 
dence yard. and Sheriff London 
called to the man to come out. 
Instead, Kassabaum, armed with 
an automatic shotgun and an au- 
tomatic pistol, approached to 
within 15 feet of the officers, and 
fired twice with the shotgun. 

Sheriff -London fell wounded, 
and the two deputies, John Smith 
and George Southerland, drew 
their pistols and fired on Kassa- 
baum, who was wounded four 
times,» in the cest and abodmen. 
He apparently died instantly. 

According to Kassabaum’s 
brothers, they returned home from 
a short absence and found their 
father in a serious condition from 
having been beaten nearly to in- 
sensibility by Kassabgum. in the 
presence of their aged mother 
The slain man in turn threatened 
them, and fearing an attack, they 
came to Farmington and called 
on the Sheriff for assistance. 

Kassabaum was acquainted with 
Sheriff London, as he had been 
arrested by him several years ago 
for a criminal attack on a girl 
at Farmington. He escaped pun- 
ishment for that crime because of 
his mental condition. 

Sheriff London recently under- 
went an operation for appendi- 
citis at the Missouri Baptist Hos- 
pital in St. Louis.

PEACOX'S CONFESSION 
READ 10 THE JURY 


Tells of Killing Wife, Pouring 
Kerosene on Body and 
Firing It. 


By the Associated Press. 

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Sept. 23. 
—The confession of Earl Peacox, 
in which he told of killing his wife, 
hiding her body and afterward re- 
turning to the spot and setting it 
on fire, was read to the jury in 
Peacox’'s trial for murder today. 

Peacox poured kerosene over the 
body and fired it, he said, to spare 


his mother-in-law the knowledge 
of what he termed “the girl's dis- 
graceful end.” 

The confession related that after 
killing his wife and hiding her 
body in the underbrush he went 
to the home of his mother-in-law. 
Mrs. Adelaide Heinzelman,. for 
breakfast. He also breakfasted 
with Mrs. Heinzelman the morn- 
ing after he had burned the body. 

Peacox reiterated in the confes- 
sion that he had not intended to 
kili his wife when she visited bis 
apartment to discuss a reconcilia- 
tion, but insisted the slaying was 
the accidental outcome of a de- 
cision on his part to assert his will. 

“I had been her slave,” the con- 
fession read, “and [ had decided 
to assert a stronger will over her. 
to use physical force if necessary.” 

The confession recounted that 
on the night of his first wedding 
anniversary he telephoned his wife 
hoping for a reconcillation of their 
estrangement. She met him and 
went to his apartment. As she 
walked in, the confeasion read, she 
turned around and said, “well, [ 
se@ you are in the same old dump.” 

This started a quarrel which 
ended in Peacox striking hig wife 
with a revolver, and killing her.

Of Nine Graduates of New York High Schools 
Selected, Six Worked Way Through— 
Youngest Is 15.

NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—Foreign- 
born and first-generation Ameri- 
cans almost exclusively comprise 
the list of nine boys who have won 
the Pulitzer free scholarships in 
the fortieth annual competition 
among graduates of New York City 
high schools. The names of the 
winners, chosen from a field of 99, 
narrowed down for final judgment 
to 28, were arnouneed yesterday 
by the committee of award at Co- 
lumbia University. 

Two of the winners are recent 
arrivals in this country, six are 
sons of immigrants, and one is the 
son of native Americans, although 
all the grandparents are foreigners. 


In all, eight different national] 
origins are represented by these 
boys, whose scholastic standings 


are among the highest in New 
York's high schools. 
Six Worked Way. 
Six of the boys achieved high 


grades in spite of having to work 
their way through school. The oc- 
cupations of fathers of the win- 
ning youths are cook, construction 
worker, milkman. waiter, janitor, 
grocer and bookkeeper. 

Under the provisions governing 

the scholarships, which were es- 
tablished by Joseph Pulitzer in 
1889, each scholar will receive tut- 
tion at any (first-class American 
college and $250 annually for four 
years. The scholarships were 
awarded on the basis *of examina- 
tions before the college entrance 
board, and for character, promise 
and needs. All the winners have 
elected to enter Columbia Univer- 
sity. 
In addition to the 
awards, they have won four-year 
State scholarships of $100 annual- 
ly for high standing in the re- 
gents’ examinations.

Three are graduates of Manhat- 
tan schools and two each of 
schools in the Bronx, Brooklyn and 
Queens.

Former Prosecutor Before 
Judge Nolte in Circuit Court 
at Clayton.

iE. Mueller, former Prosecuting At-

Nolte’s court at Clayton today. The 
State's opening statement was de- 
livered this afternoon, following se- 
lection of-the jury. The case had 
been continued several times. 

The charge is that Mueller, who 
has been practicing law at Clayton 


isince hig term expired Dec. 31, took 
|}a $200 bribe from Justice of the 


Peace Adolph Fiedler of Maple- 
wood for dismissing a liquor charge 
against a bootlegger. 

Mueller was indicted in July. 
1928, while still in office, by a 
special grand jury summoned by 
Judge Mulloy through an elisor, 
The Judge had disqualified the 
Sheriff and County Court from 
picking the grand jury and also 
disqualifier Mueller from acting 
as its legal adviser, appointing a 
special prosecutor to guide it. A 
plea in abatement, attacking the 
indictment on the ground that 
these disqualifications were at fault 
was overruled by Judge Nolte last 
Saturday. 

Harry Castien, Prosecuting At- 
torney, and Herbert Bryant, one of 
his assistants, are prosecuting 
Mueller, who is defended by Wil- 
liam Baer, Joseph C. McAtee and 
Emil Rosenberger. Mueller has 
denied guilt, saying the charge was 
prompted by his refusal to dismiss 
a charge of soliciting a bribe which 
stood against Fiedler. 

Fiedler, then a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for Sheriff, 
had testified before the grand jury. 
Mueller and Judge Mulloy then 
were among the candidates for Re- 
publican nominations for Cuircwit 
Judge, Mueller losing. 

Another indictment was returned 
against Mueller at the same time, 
charging him with accepting an 
$800 bribe from Fiedler to protect 
operation of slot machines at 
Lindy Hall, 6310A Easton avenue, 
Wellston. This case has not come 
to trial.

Was Eager to See Mack. 


ONNIE MACK was one man-« 
C seer I was most eager to see. 

My curiosity concerning him 
was founded on the fact that he 
was winning the pénnant in the 
year of my big league debut, 1905. 
He also had won a championship 
in 1992. 
IT should explain at this point 
that in my imagination all man- 
agers were pretty much alike. 
Either they were active players, as 
some were then, or they wore uni« 
forms, stood on the coaching lines 
to exhort their players, and were 
busy on the field in thé pre-game 
drilling. That was the mental pic- 
ture I had. 
You will agree there was good 
reason for an 18-year-cld boy, 
whose knowledge of the big leagues 
was founded on what he had read 
and heard, to have that celiective 
mental tmage of aill managers. 
Look over the fieid thet, 
There Was the aggressive, sharp 
voiced Clarke Griffith managing 
the Yankees.

HEN there was Nap Lajoie,

And Then a Bit of Tennis.

IRS. MCORMICK OUT 
FRU, S,SENATORSHP 


Makes - Formal Announcement 
She Will Oppose Deneen 
in G,.O, P. Primary. 


By the Associated Press. 

BYRON, Ill, Sept . 23.—Mrs. 
Ruth Hanna McCormick, Congress- 
woman-at-large from Illinois, 
daughter of the late Mark Hanna, 
and widow of Senator Medill Mc- 
Cormick, yesterday announced her 
candidacy for the Republican nom- 
ination for United States Senator. 
Mrs. >icCormick disclaimed de- 
sire for personal reward or polit- 
ical vengeance, The vengeance mo- 
tive has ‘been suggested because 
Deneen defeated Mrs. McCormick’s 
husband for re-election in 1924, 
McCormick died soon afterward. 
The announcement had been ex- 
pected for. several weeks, but in 
recent speeches Mrs. McCormick 
had carefully refrained from giving 
a hint of her intentions. 
Sentaor Charles 8S. Deneen, whose 
campaign for re-election is consid- 
ered a certainty, ts expected to 
make his announcement soon. 
Other Republicans mentioned as 
possible candidates in the primary 
include Fre4 E. Sterling, Rockford, 
Lieutenant-Governor, and Edward 
J. Brundage, Chicago, former At- 
torney-General. 

Text of Announcement. 

“T am a candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination for the office 
of United States Senator from Ii- 
linois at the primary election, April 
8, 1930,” Mrs. McCormick said in 
her announcement. P 
“Obviously a candidate runs for 
office because he wants the office. 
But our system of choosing United 
States Senators wisely provides an 
opportunity for voters of each par- 
ty to examine the qualifications of 
all candidates before the party 
tickets are submitted to the people 
for election in the following No- 
vember. 
“In the. campaign which I shall 
soon start, I propose to speak to as 
many voters and visit as many of 
the communities of Illinois as m7 
duties in the House of Representa- 
tives will permit. IL shall then dis- 
cuss fully those facts which may 
be held to affect my own qualifica- 
tions for the senatorship and those 
national‘and international: issues 
on which I will be called upon to 
vote if elected to the Senate. 
“I appreciate deeply the offers 
of support which have come to me, 
many of them long in advance of 


i'my decision to seek the senator- 


ship.. Those friends and all other 
citizens are entitled now to my as- 
surance, unqualifiedly given, -that 
my candidacy is free from any di- 
rect or indirect obligation except 
only the fundamental obligation of 
integrity in public service. No 
candidacy for this high office de- 
serves to succeed if it is actuated 
by any purpose involving. political 
reprisal or personal reward or by 
any influence whatsoever, other 
than a genuine wish to administer 
a public trust honorably and well.” 


Her Political Career. 


Mrs. McCormick has long been 
active in ‘political life. She be- 
came Republican National Com- 
mitteewoman for Illinois in June, 
1924, and was elected to Congress 
in November, 1928. 

An ardent supporter. of the late 
President Roosevelt, she joined the 
Progressive party on its formation 
and was active in the campaign of 
1912. She represented the Hlinois 
Consumers’ League in 1915 as a 
member of the Woman’s -Trade 
Union League and the American 
Association for Labor legislation. 
Mrs. McCormick has long been a 
fancier of blooded livestock, which 
she raises at her summer home 
here, She is @ member of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association and 
the Certified Milk Producers’ As- 
sociation. 


SOUND AND COLOR-FILMS 
OF OPERATIONS TAKEN

CHICAGO, Sept. 23.—Introduc- 
tion of sound 2:4 coror in motion 
pictures. has made, possible a revo- 
lution in methods of medical edu- 
cation, officers of the American 
College of Surgeons sald yesterday. 
Medical motion pictures, the sur- 
geons explained, make it possible 
for heart beats, tissue colors and 
the voices of master surgeons as 
they demonstrate intricate phases 
of surgical technique, to be put into 
permanent records and to be wide- 
ly distributed. 

By means of the moving picture, 
all details of an operation can be 
presented. Slow motion can be 
used so that every movement of the 
surgéon’s hands and instruments 
can be followed. Reels af film 
showing the more delicate opera- 
tions by famous surgeons may be 
filed in a physician’s library and 
used as .eference, the college exec- 
utives explained. 

A rigid censorship has been set 
by the college and scores of revi- 
sions and changes are made in 
medical film~ before they are offi- 
cially accepted.

A 39-Inch Shelf. 

The new Britannica, out in 24 
volumes, filling a shelf 39 inches 
icng and 12 inches high, is a giori- 
fied picture book. An afternoon 
could be spent in looking at the 
color pilates and photographic re- 
productions. It is likely to take 
more than one afternoon, for the 
temptation to go browsing off in 
the reading matter is almost irre- 
sistible. 

Gone are the days when _the 
Britannica was heavy and dry, its 
masses of type relieved only by 
maps and mathematical diagrams. 
Gone, too, is any narrow signifi- 
of its name. British univer-

sities, and the British Army and 


Navy, are well represefhted in the 


— contributors. but so are the 


corresponding American. institu- 
tions, So far as possible, both in 
the Enttglish-speaking countries and 
in other nations, the persons who 
do things notably and conspicuous- 
ly are the persons who have writ- 
ten about those things for this new 
library ofknowledcze. 
Artic by Experts. 

Thus, Irene \Castle McLaughlin; 
writes the “Dance” article. which 
is illustrated with views of her 
then girlish self and the late Ver- 
non Castle in thei steps of 15 
years ago.

Famous Painting Reproduced. 

The reader who happens to pick 
up Volume 17 first may think he 
has cornered the art features of 
the work. The subjects of paint- 
ing, pastel, pencil, photography 
and photo-engraving are all trea‘- 
ed in that volume, and the color 
reproductions range from Rubens 
and Turner to Gauguin, in one of 
his Tahitian studies in red and 
brown 

But. the very next volume, with 
its “Portrait Painting.” “Posters” 
and “Potteries and Porcelains.” 
shows color effects that the paint- 
ers have overlooked. In other vol- 
umes, “Gems,” “Costume Designs,” 
“Screens” and “Textiles” are 
among the tavishly pictured art 
themes—a translucent screen of 
Chinese jade gives one of the fin- 
est plates of the whole work.

In the fourteenth. new 
articles appear on practically al) 
subjects affected by scientific de- 
velopment or by scholastic contro- 
yersy. Biographical and other ma- 
terial of the former editions has 
been used in some cases, but only. 
it is stated, where improvement 
was found impossible. 

Through systemat.zed procedure. 
the time of preparation o1 the new 
edition was a little snore than two 
and one-half vears. An editors’ 
board of 52 persons, disided avou' 
equally between Enciand and the 
United States, was hraded ry Jamer 
Louis Garvin, editor of the London 
Observer, as editor avd  b-. id 
Hooper, for 30 year on the Brit- 
annica staff, as American editor. 
The number of contributors is stat 
ed to be more than 3500 It hag 
about 24,000 pages, 32,000,000 
words, 15,000 illustrations, and 500 
maps, an atlas being inciuded in 
the last volume.

Interest on 
the investment eats considerably 
into the excess over expenditures.

The immediate reaction of various 
merchants at the market and of 
city officials was to deny that the 
market had outlived its usefulness, 
although some of them agreed that 
buying habits of the people had 
changed under modern conditions 
of life.

The market. now about 62 years 
did, occupies the first floor and a 
storage and service basement of 
a four-story building on the block 
bounded by Broadway.

000.000 came from the market item 
of the 1923 bond issue and the 
remainder from general city rev- 
enue. The garage. open to the 
public from 7 a. m. to 7 p. m.. and 
doing a rushing business ever since 
it started. occupies the three up- 
per floors.

meat packer and would not benefit

“The American farmer,” Ong 
said. “wilt not be benefited -by 
such a duty. His cattle are sold for 
beef and not for hides. The hides 
subsequently become valuable for 
tanning into leather as a by-prod- 
uct of the packing industry. 

Would Not Help Farmer. 
“This being true, the 10 per cent 
duty will not result in more cattle 
being raised in the United States 
or the farmer getting more for bis 
livestock. 

“Such a tariff, if passed, would 
be discriminatory in favor of the 
packing tanner, who can supply 
most of his hides from his own 
meat operations, without the neces- 
sity of importing cattle hides. . 

“No other country importing and 
tanning tattie hides in any com- 
mercial quantity has a tariff . on 
hides. A tariff on such a raw mn- 
terial is not needed for additional 
revenue. 

“The United States Leather Co. 
being the largest tanners of hides 
in the world, must necessarily im- 
port jarge quantities from other 
countries, mainly South America, 
inasmuch as our*own country falis 
to produce from 30 per cent to 40.

Delivering their cargo and taking 
on 1100 pounds of silver fox furs, Wien 
and Cripes took off on the morning f 
March 8&8, with the thermometer at 50 
degrees below zero. They flew down the 
Siberian coast, then headed east over the 

Pacific on practically the same route the 
Russian plane will follow. They arrived 
at Fairbanks March 10, completing not 
only the first west-east Pacific plane 
flight and the first trans-Pacific commer-

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‘ BULL SESSIONS WITH A PURPOSE. 


“Bul] sessions,” which -have been going on in 
fraternity houses, dormitories and college rooming 
houses since the oldest living alumnus enrolled, at last 
are to be put to utilitarian purpose. The bull ses- 
sion long has been known as a congenial gathering 
at which an eloquent group discuagses all the prob- 
lems of the universe far into the night. It is the 
equivalent of the “gabfest” found in sorority houses, 
but takes a more concentrated form, accompanied by 
greater vehemence.

With the announcement that the International 
Paper and Power Co. has agreed to sell its stock in 
the Boston Herald and Traveler (for a reported profit 
of $1,500,000), its gigantic scheme of forming a 
chain-store newspaper system gasps a Jast gasp. The 
news comes as something of an anti-climax, for the: 
failure of the International Company's plan dates 
from the time Mr. Graustein told his amazing story 
to the Federal Trade Commission. That was last

Mr. Graustein, president of the company, ad- 
mitted that it had invested more than $8,000,000 in 
newspapers, among them some of the largest and 
most influential in the country. Over $2,000,000 
went to the Gannett newspaper chain, whose most 
conspicuous member is the Brooklym. Daily Eagle. 
Mr. Gannett’s horror when this disclosure was made 
may be measured by the alacrity with which he 
got together the buge sum necessary to redeem his 
papers from the suspicion of power company influ- 
ence. It took him less than a week. 

Even more lamentable was the International Com: 
pany’s investment in the Augusta, Ga., Chronicle and 
other southern newspapers. These papers were 
purchased ostensibly by William Lavarre and Har- 
old Hall, but thé money ($870,000) was furnished 
by Mr. Graustein’s company. Following the dis- 


HOW TO EXPOSE FRAUD IN THE TARIFF. 


In exposing the incomes of corporations benefiting 
by the tariff the Senate is far in advance of the 
usual efforts to stop abuses under the so-called pro- 
tective system, but entirely to stop them it will have 
to show who the stockholders are and how few peo- 
ple actually benefit by the pretense that the system 


If the Senate will do this there will not be an- 
other such long-drawn-out debate as that which has 
resulted from Mr. Hoover’s special session of Con- 
gress for a limited revision of the tariff in behalf 
of the farmers. The protective system has been 
abused until it has brought itself to a pass where 
Republicans as well as Democrats refuse to support 
it. The virtues of the system, probably much greater 
in former years than they are today, have been lost 
sight of in the lust for spoils. This is why we 
see the Republicans in the Senate divided, and the 
Senate sending to the Treasury for the income tax 
returns of corporations benefiting by the schedules 
which already far exceed the needs of simple protec 
tion. Even Republicans from the agricultural 
states realize that beyond a point the tariff is only 
a price-fixing device which enormously enriches a

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MR. HOCKER AND POLICE BRUTALITY. 

Lon O. Hocker, President of the Police Board, has 
issued a warning to St. Louis police against mistreat- 
ment of prisoners. “There is,” says he, “no tyranny 
so great as created by an officer who abuses his 
power, and furthermore there is nothing so coward- 
ly.” Aside from that, Mr. Hocker pointed out that 
allegations of police brutality have often acted to in- 
validate confessions when cases are brought to court. 
That is undeniable. Juries, and even Judges, are al- 
ways disposed to discount confessions obtained by 
the third degree. 
Mr. Hocker is to be commended for his stand. If 
he intends to eliminate the third degree, however, his 
utterances can only be considered an opening gun in 
the battle. The third degree is a universal police cus- 
tom.

It is not enough for 
Mr. Hocker to ask Chief of Detectives Kaiser whether 
men are beaten up at police stations. Smashing 
prisoners with fists or beating them with a rubber 
hose is merely the lowest form of police brutality. 
Many other methods of torture are used. 
For one thing, most policemen who are smart 
enough to knew anything realize it does not do to 
cover a prisoner with black eyes, swollen jaws and 
bruises. Mental and moral! Antimidation is just as 
effective and safer. A favorite practice is to surround 
a prisoner with relays of questioners whose threats 
and shouts, continued uninterruptedly for 18 to 24 
bours at a time, wear down a prisoner to the point 
of physical and nervous exhaustion. Such an or- 
deal would make an innocent man confess anything 
to get a little rest and peace. The breaking point is 
hastened in many instances, of course, by mauling 
prisoners around, shoving thumbs sharply into their 
ribs, teasing them with lighted cigar ends and the 
like. But at the end the legally worthless confession 
comes out and the prisoner may be exhibited in 
court almost as good as new. - 
Mr. Hocker does not have to be told that the police 
are realists. Whatever their public professions may 
be, they are all convinced that the third degree is 
necessary for the performance of their duties. Pious 
protestations against it will not influence them 
Sterner measures along with education in newer 
methods of detecting crime must be used to rid the 
department of this medieval practice.

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A NEW CIVIC ASSET. 


St. Louis enters into its latest civic asset tonight 
with formal dedication of the newly completed Arena. 
Secretary Hyde, Gov. Caulfield and other notables 
are scheduled to be present. It is an impressive 
thing, this. vast structure on Oakland avenue, witb 
its seating capacity of 21,000 persons and its wide 
sweep of space without a post or pillar to obstruct 
the view. The building, 476 feet long and 276 feet 
wide, is said to be the largest of its kind in the 
world, having more floor space than Madison Square 
Garden or any similar coliseum. Architecturally it 
is a success as well. Such a project could have 
been a gigantic packing box, but the two towers at 
the front lend grace to the bulky dines of the main 
structure. 

The first event on the Arena calendar is the. Na- 
tional Dairy Show, for which the building will be a 
permanent home. This is the city’s long needed op- 
portunity to re-establish contact with agricultural in- 
terests. In the week beginning Oct 12, several bun- 
dred thousand visitors from vut of town will see the 
dairy show. The National Horse Show, Nationa] 
Poultry Show and St. Louis Fair will be going on at 
the same time. ‘ 

Other attractions already have been arranged for. 
the Arena. A sports club, capitalized at $100,000, wil! 
sponsor boxing, wrestling and other events of cham. 
pionship caliber in the structure. Contracts have 
been signed for a season of grand opera. The Ring. 
ling circus is planning to open its season there in- 
stead of the Madison Square Garden. Huge nationa! 
meetings which the city has been poorly equipped to 
handle in times past now will consider centrally lo 
cated St. Louis for their meeting place. It is not too 
much to predict that the Arena will be the scene of a 
national party convention before many years. 

The benefits of such, meetings to St. Louis will be 


great. Visitors will bring added business to local in- 
terests and will stimulate St. Louis ‘hospi: :

Mr. Russeli, in choosing science 
rather than literature as a means 
of culture, explains that “in the 
study of literdture and art our at- 
tention is perpetually riveted upon 
the past,” whereas science is al- 
ways straining toward new things 
and the future. But is it possible 
to ovestimate the cultural value 
of human experience to human be- 
ings, and what is great literature 
but a means of vicarious living un- 
der the guidance of the greatest 
spirits that have been in our world? 
It is not necessarily true, as Mr. 
Russell supposes, that “the men of 
Greece and the Renaissance did 
better than men now.” Better for 
what purpose? Is there an abso- 
lute “better” to be considered? 
Nor is it true, as he maintains, 
that “originality is rendered hard- 
er of attainment” by the earlier 
achievements in literature. Origi- 
nality is not a matter of atta‘'n- 
ment, but is present wherever a hu- 
man consciousness differs from that 
of the majority. There can be no 
time limit for the occurrence of 
such differences. Mr. Russell seems 
to have the same idea of creative 
literature as that held by a young 
man who asked this writer recently 
whether or not he “liked modera 
poetry.” The aswer was “Poetry 
is poetry whenever and wherever 
it occurs.” The little volume 
talled “Poetic Values” might make 
the statement clearer. 

In spite of one’s deep admiration 
for the technological achievements 
of science, there is something faint- 
ly amusing about the prevailing 
fashion for attempting to explain 
everything by the present limited 
methods of science. And is it not 
to be noted that such attempts 
generate an atmosphere of pessi- 
mism? Surely Russell's book here 
noted scarcely gives one any justi- 
fication for remaining alive save 
that one just happens to have been 
born. Why employ a learned man 
to tell us what so many puzzied 
and struggling people already sus- 
pect when t ey allow themselves 
to think about the matter? 

There is more than the logicians 
can admit into their pint-pot sys- 
tems; there are values that do not 
admit of measurement and “scien- 
tific’ proof. Those who question

PLAN FOR YEAR-ROUND 
PLAYGROUND PROGRAM 


Recreation Council's Proposal 
Provides Progressive Ad- 
vancement for Long Period. 


A plan for year-round pljay- 
ground activities with adequate 
leadership and supervision is being 
prepared by the Kecreation Coun- 
cil of the Park and Playground As- 
sociation of St. Louis as the result 
of a survey conducted during the 
last six months. The Council's rec- 
Oo.nmendations will be embodied in 
a generai report to be submitted 
shortly by George M. Berry, chair- 
man of the Council. 

In its survey the Council has 
sought to find out what public, 
commercial and private agencies 
were at work in the city on recre- 
ational programs, and the extent of 
their plans; to find out what rela- 
tion child street accidents and fa- 
talities had to existing public play- 
grounds or lack of them; to find 
out what relation there is between 
play areas and juvenile delin- 
quency, and to find out how ade- 
quate St. Louis is in play areas for 
St. Louis children. 

The program to be offered by 
the Council, according to Berry, 
wil] require a period:of from three 
to five years to be fully placed in 
operation. “The period required for 
putting the plan into operation 
would be a period of progressive 
advancement, according to a well- 
laid pian, the ful] fruition of which 
would be an ideal playground sys- 
tem for our city,” Berry said. “At 
present, St. Louis is.far behind in 
the matter of playgrounds as com- 
pared with other cities of the 
country.”

Oranges and honey are two valu- 
able foods both from the stand- 
point of nutrition and flavor. Sliced 
oranges served with a little strained 
honey have the combined virtues of 
both foods and in uddition tempt 
the appetite. Oranges are often too 
tart to be eaten without sweetening 
yet sugar often seems to #poil the 
flavor, especially if it has rot stood 
on the fruit long enough to become 
thoroughly dissolved, Try honey 
occasionally on breakfast oranges,, 
and also to sweeten some of the 
fresh stewed fruits—pears particu- 
larly. 

There are many ways of using up 
the remains of Sunday’s roast of 
lamb, but if there is 2 goodly 
amount left, it may be enjoyed 
more if simply sliced and reheated 
in a rich brown gravy. 

The ends that do not udmit of 
slicing will make a savorv stew to 
serve with dumplings for a third 
meal. Dumplings, by the way, are 
a good change from potatoes for 
occasional use. They shouid not, of 
course, be given to small children, 
but the older members of the fam- 
ily can eat and enjoy them. 

They may be made in two ways: 
First in the form cf tiny baking 
powder biscuits that are placed 
close together on top of the stew 
and baked for 15 minutes tn a hot 
oven; or dropped from a smal] 
spoon into the boiling stew mix- 
ture and boiled slowly for 10 min- 
utes. The first method makes a 
dry dumpling with a crisc crust; 
the second is the oid fashioned 
type that is moist on the outside, 
but dry and light within. 

Some raw vegetables must be in- 
cluded in each week’s meals in 
order to insure an adequate supply 
of the necessary vitamines and 
roughage. These may be lettuce, 
celery, raw tomatoes, cucumbers, 
grated carrots, shredded cabbage, 
etc. 

A salad of mixed vegetables 
served once a week for luncheon is 
olways relished, and an excellent 
combination is made from shredded 
cabbage, diced celery, grated car- 
rots, shredded onion and a few 
canned kidney beans. Sliced olives 
or a few sweet pickles give added 
flavor and make an attractive gar- 
nish. Such a salad is suggested for 
Saturday’s luncheon. 

Plan a vegetable dinner for 
Thursday night, with asparagus 
timbales as the main dish. These 
are made from the canned aspara- 
gus tips, eggs, milk, bread crumbs 
and seasonings.
